Listen to the voice of the 
Northland 

Born in the fall of 1969, under 
the direction of Mario Alavarez, 
La Voz de Aztlan has finally 
emerged as a major segment of 
KERS programming, an isolated 
source of education and 
entertainment for the Chicano 
community 

Edward Hernandez, one of the 
administrators of La Voz, 
explains: “* ‘Aztlan’ is an Aztec 
word for any place to the north; 
it has been used for a long time 
in reference to the southwestern 
United States, and it comes very 
naturally for our use.” 

Armando Searcy, another 
administrator and the news 
director, recalls how today’s La 
Voz came about 

“During all of the years from 
1969 to 1972, this was a very 
small thing. Expansion came this 
last summer, with a few more 
programs, now that we have the 
time We asked for a Chicano 
communications instructor; we 
got Jose Camacho. 

“We have been asking for more 
office space; we need furniture 
and funds; we talked to the 
President and the Dean, and we 
held a press 
started to get all of these things 
It all started last summer.” 

Searcy continues. 

“We no longer have a director; 
La Voz has three administrators. 
This prevents one person from 
assuming all of the power. The 
administrators have to come 
together as a group to make 
major decisions. Our philosophy 
is for the group to decide for the 
group.” 

The “group” is about twenty 
persons, including Modesto 
Herrera, Searcy, Hernandez, 
sports director Rick Gonzales, 
promoter Manuel Rocha, 
Ernesto Rodrigues, Sylvia 
Olmos, Nacho Lavalle, and 
Raquel Rodrigues 

The program has grown a lot,

Stan Montgomery and Mike

per week now. Says Searcy, 
“The goal is to interest Chicano 
students to the mass media. This 
is why we asked for a Chicano 
instructor. 

‘“‘A tot of Chicanos have 
become interested; now we have 
a good program and a iot of 
students. They are going out to 
good jobs in commercial 
stations. There are three 
students here that work at KPIP, 
and another went to work at 
Channel 3.” 

Essentially all of the LaVoz 
people are Chicanos, but there 
the congrueties end. Only about 
half of them are from State; the 
rest are from City College, and 
from local high schools. 

The music selections are for the 
most part in Spanish. News and 
other features are bilingual: the 
story is read in one language, 
and then repeated in the other. 

In regard to the age-appeal of 
la Voz, Searcy replies, “It just 
sort of happened that most of 
the people who listen are young, 
and much of our music is young; 
we do nlav music for the cider

Every Tuesday and Thursday, 
the La Voz people meet to 
discuss problems and ideas. They 
have had interview programs, 
and various types of cultural 
broadcasts. 

Guests on the show have 
included labor leaders Chavez 
and Huerta. For the future, a 
regular phone-in talk program, 


and a “Children’s Hour” are 
being considered. 
Already on the air is the 


Chicana Program, Wednesdays 
from 6 to 10. Raquel Rodrigues, 
La Voz de Aztlan secretary, and 
director of the Chicana Program, 
describes this program as 
woman-oriented: “We have 
different programs now; a 
Chicano woman's program. We 
have interviews and poetry now, 
with news, but its not yet 
completely deveioped; not fully 
Organized.” 

The staff of La Voz De Aztlan 
see as their goal to provide the 
bilingual and _ bicultural 
entertainment and educational 
media that would otherwise be 
non-existent. While there are 
some Spanish radio stations in 
the Sacramento area, there is no 
bilingual programming. 

While many non-Chicanos may 
be interested in what La Voz has 
to offer, especially those in 
Ethnic or Language studies, the 
aim of the effort is decidedly for 
the Chicano Community, 
primarily for the reason that this 
is where it is really needed. 

Edward Hernandez encourages 
any students who are interested 
in this effort to come around 
and participate. 

The entire staff would like to 
see more participation inLa Voz 
De Aztlan, and anyone who 
wants to publicize any 
non-commercial Chicano 
announcement should bring it to 
the office and it will be put on 
the show.

We have been running into one 
excuse after the other as to why 
we cannot have an office. We
